New York, February 13.—Rear Admiral 
Count Von Baudissin, commander of the 
German imperial yacht Hohenzoltern, ac- 
companied by his chief of staff, Lieuten- 
ant Rebensburg, and K. Buenz, the Ger- 
man consul at this city, returned today 
the official calls made yesterday after- 
noon. The first visit was to Rear Ad- 
miral Barker, commander of fiie navy 
yard. This was followed by formal calis 
on Major General’ Brooke, commanding 
thé department of the easi, and on the 
mayor of New York city at the city hail. 
The rear admiral was in full uniform. 
He wore a dress sult of blue heavily em- 
broideréd with gold lace and with the 
German imperial crown on each cuff of 
his coat. He wore a number of decora- 
tions. 

The party left the Hohenzoliern on the 
mavy yard tug Narkeeta. A detachment 
of fifty marine:, under command of Cap- 
tain FPheodore P. Kane, was lined up in 
front of the landing stage at the navy 
yard, and the band played “The Watch 
on the Rhine”’ as the party disembarked 
there. 

Received by Rear Admiral. . 

‘ Rear Admiral Barker received his visit- 
ors, assisted by Captain Joseph Coghlan 
and Commander.West. The party imme- 
diately went to the admiral's residence, 
where they remained for a quarter of an 
hour. After the usual civilities had been 
exchanged, the German admiral and his 
;ulte were secorted back to the wees: 
by the admirai and hie aiges. 

‘The Columbia, flying the admirai’s pen- 
nent at’the matin ‘truck; ‘and the German 
naval colors at the fore, fired a. salute 
ef thirteen guns.from. its forward wettery

Mr. Teller, of Colorado, concluded _ 
speech today. He urged sffongly th 
the Filipinos be given the fullest Se 
of self-government, the United States 
simply maintaining a protectorate over 
the islands. He said he would prefer that 
this government should withdraw abso- 
lutely and without condition from the 
archipelago than thaf the present war 
should be continued. 

Mr. Teller said that, as a solution’ of 
the Philippine trouble, he would send 
to the islands a commission of prominent, 
able and Hberal men to say to the FTi- 
pinos that they should have the kind of 
government they wart, except that they 
could not become citizens of the United 
States. He urged that the commission 
say to them that they néed not maintain 
an army or a navy, but that the United 
States would protect them trom foreign 
invasion. 

“It would be a protectorate I should ap- 
ply to the Philippines said Mr. Teller, 
“and I believe it would be satisfactory 
to the Filipinos.”’ 

Mr. Teller said that 
the day would come when the United 
States would clash with some Asiatic ar 
European nation in the far eastern seas. 
Then the Philippine islands, held as they 
are now, would be a source of weakness 
to this country. If treated by .ae United 
States as they ought to be, the Filipinos 
at that time would be a source of strength 
to this government. 

Mitchell Against Dingley Rates.

The af- 
ternoon session was devoted mainly to 
addresses by the state présidents. They 
were preceded by Mr@ Virginia Clay 
Clopton, of Alabama, who delivered an 
address of greeting. 

A crowded audience greeted the mem- 
bers of the convention at-the night ses- 
sion, which, according to the programme, 
was to be an evening with the new wom- 
an. Hal? a dozen interesting papers were 
read by well Known women writers in 
journalism, the law, medicine and the- 
ology. 

Helen A. Shaw, of Boston, paid a hearty 
tribute to the civil service record of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, and in this connection 
She asserted that he was with the woman 
suffragists in their efforts to obtain the 
ballot for women. Her references to the 
president were received with hearty dem- 
onstrations of applause. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Gilman, of New Or- 
leans, contributed a very interesting pa- 
per on “The Lady and the Quill,’’ dealing 
with the relations of women to the news- 
papers. Mrs. Gilman saia: 

“It Is only within the last three or four 
years that woman has been removed from 
the sifeshow of journalistic freaks and 
let in on the main floor of legitimate news- 
papér work. She is no longer advertised 
as a strange creature of almost human 
intelligence, who can write almost like a 
man. She works side by side with her 
brother, and stands or falls on her own 
merit. ,

is because the story is worth it, not be- 
cause it wears petticoats.

SHIP IS CRUSHED BY ICE 


Schooner Frank Herbert Abandoned 
in Sinking Condition. 


SET ON FIRE AS SHE SANK 


Crew Saved by the Tug Harold. 
Second Victim of the 
Ice Fields. 


Cape May, N. J.,- February 13.—The 
schooner Frank Herbert, with a cargo of 
pine lumber from Opecoke, N. C., for 
New York, was abandoned in a sinking 


condition off here today, it being the sec- 
ond vessel to fall a victim this week off 
this coast to the great ice fields flowing 
out Delaware bay. 

The @istress 6f the schooner was first 
discovered on shore by the Cold Spring 
fife savers, who immediately launched 
their yaw! and made an effort to reach 
the vessel. The Herbert was about 6 
miles off shore, and owing to the heavy 
ice fields the life savers were unable to 
reach the schooner. Fortunately the tug 
Harold with a tow of barges hove in 
sight and after signalling the bafges to 
anchor the tug went to the rescue. 

It was found that the schooner had 
been caught in the ice and that she had 
been pierced in several places by Pie 
heavy mass. She was full of water and 
sinking, and the captain of the Herbert 
decided to abandon her. Before he and 
the crew were taken off by the Harold, 
the sinking vessel was set on fire and 
was soon a mass of flames. The fire 
burned for several hours after darkness 
fell.

Four Big Concerns To Be Operated 
as One.

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BOERS RUSHED 


~ BLOCK HOUSE 


Aithough Girdled by Ring 
Fire Burghers: Escaped 


x 


For Two Days and Two Nights the 
Battle Raged—Boers Charged 
Like Mad Men Against 
Their Foes—Losses 
Heavy. 


/ 
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London, February 13.—The detailed ac- 
counts which have just reached here of 
‘Lord Kitchener’s combined movement to 
drive out the Boers from the inclosure of 
block-house lines show that the conflict 
was very picturesque, and the most ex- 


citing incident of the whole campaign. 
‘Although apparently _surrougded by an 


impenetrable ring of fire and steel, the 
Boers’ charges ultimately resulted in the 
majority’s escape. The British com- 
mander’s scheme was the most extensive 
ever carried out during the present war. 
It consisted of a continuous line over 50 
miles long. Lord Kitchener, who person- 
ally directed the operations, was in close 
touch, day and night, with every detail 
of the movements. The Boers, though 
bard pressed, shrank from attempting to 
cross the: railroad, which was patrolled 
throughout the night by armored trains 
equipped with searchlights. The train 
lights were supplemented by stationary 
searchlights, and the spectacular effect, 
as witnessed from the trains, was most 
striking. By the side of ,the railroad 
were the dark forms of men lying in 
trenches or standing doing sentry duty. 
The gloom of the moonless night was in- 
termittentiy relieved by the sweep of 
the searchlights. 


Battle Raged for Hours. 

The battle at Heilbron raged from 9 
p. m. Friday until 9 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing. Throughout five hours a fearful fire 
from rifies, cannon and pompoms swept 
along the British lines, in holding DeWet’ 
Boers, who made repeated attempts to 
break out of the circle of troops. From 
various positions, behind rocks and don- 
gas, the Boers kept upa vigorous fusilade, 
hoping to find a weak spot in the line. 
Simultaneously others charged, but again 
and again were the Boers repulsed, leav- 
ing dead; wounded and prisoners in the 
hands of the British. 

At the outset of the preparations 
the Boers realized that the operations 
were not merely an ordinary “drive,” 
but a movement threatening them with 
total annihilation, and General DeWet 
assembled His whole force and discussed 
the situation with the commanders, with 
the result that the Boers were split up 
into three forces. On Thursday night 500 
Boers, headed by Van Collers, rushed 
the Imperial Light horse, yelling: 

*“Stoim, Burghers!”’ 

About one hundred barghers got 
through, but the remainder, encountering 
a tremendous fire, were turned back. 

Friday night’s conflict ebLed and 
swelled over an area of 40 to 50 miles, in 
which the long hunted, harassed and des- 
perate mén ‘endeavored to find outlets. 


Balked by Barbed Wire. 


The Boers at one spot got within 30 
yards of the “British firing line, but the 
barbed wire balked the burghers and 
forced them to retreat. 

The firing ceased. As shown by the 
electric searchlights, the British harassed 
the forces by night and by day, shelling 
them almost continuously. The. Bogrs 
made a desperate effort to break through 
again. Collecting a number of cattle, the 
Boers drove them down on the British 
Wnes. Bending low in their saddles, the 
Boers rode among the cattle, making it 
to distinguish them in tho 
darkness. The British pickets opened a 
terrible fire, and the Boers were every- 
where met with a relentless hail of bul- 
lets. A long line of flame ran up and 
down the firing line, nearly 30 miles in 
length, as the armored trains turned their 
seafchlights over miles of the country. 
The report of the quick firing guns along 
the entrenched line and the booming of 
the field guns and the pompems sounded 
deep amid the sharp crackling of the 
musketry, while Heilbron fort contrib- 
uted to the universal din with the deep 
roar of its naval gun. This lasted for 
some twenty minutes, when gradually thea 
rattle died down, until only the crack 
of single shots was heard. Then all was 
again quiet. The Boers attempted to 
break the British circle and had failed. 
A few of them succeeded in crossing the 
line, and among them was General De- 
Wet.

Alleged That Members of Mexican

Mexico City, February 3.—Unknown per- 
sons, supposed to be ‘members of the 
clerical party, have thrown down the 
monument to the liberal party martyrs 
at Tacubiya, a suburb of this city. 

‘he monument commémorates the exe- 
cution by the imperialist general, Mar- 
quese, of a number of medical students 
and others who had shown their sympa- 
thy for the liberal cause during the war 
of the French intervention. There will 
be a public meeting at Tacubiya ir pro- 
test against this outrage. 


HE WAS DAZED BY EVIDENCE, 


Davis Withdrew Plea of Not Guilty 
* and Pleaded Guilty. 

Indianapolis, Ind., February 13.—The 
trial of Richard C. Davis’ charged with 
embezzling $75,000 while cashier of the 
People’s National bank of Washington, 
Ind., came to a sudden end in the United 
States court i@day when Davis withdrew 
his plea of not guilty and offered one of 
guilty. Counsel for Davis asked the 
court to defer sentence on Davis and per- 
mit him to go home under bond. 

He sid Davis had some important 
cases against gamblers in the circuit 
court at Washington to recover money 
that he lost to: them and wanted to see 
these cases to the end. Judge Baker 
agreed to permit Davis to go back to 
Washington and remain until April 8, 
when he ia to appear in the United States 
court and receive sentence. The bond of 
Davis was fixed at $5,000.

Lord Cranborne saidin conclusion that

“There is no doubt that in this agree- 
ment we shall command the full approval 
of the government of the United States. 

This statement was received wth cheers. 

The liberal leader, Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman, thought that the identical 
interests of Great Britain, the Unted 
States and Japan could have been suffi- 
ciently secured by an interchange of notes 
instead of by an explicit understanding 
of this kind. 

The government leader, A; J. Balfour, 
said there seemed to be an impression 
that something hostile to peace way be- 
hind the agreement. That was ngt 80. 
Thettreaty made strongly for peace, be- 
cause even the most adventurous nation 
would shrink from attacking Japan with 
the &nowledge that Great Britain would 
also have to be encountered. 


Rosebery Approves Treaty. 

The foreign secretary, Lord Lansdowne, 
in the house of lords, today made a some- 
what similar reply on the subject of the 
new alliance to the one made in the house 
of commons by Lord Cranborne. The ob- 
ject of the alliance was ttree-foida, the 
maintenance of the status quo, the policy 
of the open door and the maintenance of 
peace in the Far East. — | 

Britons must not be swayed by old- 
fashioned superstition in regard to isola- 
tion, but must eonsider whether the ob- 
jects of the alllance are commendable, 
whether the price is too great. If these 
questions are satisfactorily answered, 
then the alliance was a good thing. Great 
Britain desired to protect Japan against 
what she conceived to be the gravest 
peril that might menace her, namely, a 
coalition of the powers against her. The 
agreement woul@ compel Great Britain te 
come to the rescue of a friendly country, 
whose obliteration by a coalition of the 
powers Great Britain could not under any 
circumstances tolerate.

The 
press also recognizes that the agreement 
imposes heavy responsibflities, and that 
Japan must not fall into the error of 
supposing that peace will be assured 
without further effort. .

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NINE DEAD: MEN 


STIFF AND STARK 


Result From the Mount Fight 
Near Middlesboro, Ky, 


Probable That Others Lost Their 
Lives When the Cabin Was 
Burnédi—Lee Turner Is 
Gathering Reeruits and 
Is Defiant. 


Middlesboro, Ky., February 13.—Al- 
though the scene of che fight yesterday 
"hetwodls the sheriff's posse and Lee Tur- 
ner’s men is less than 4 miles from this 
city, it is still tmpossible to ascertain 
the exact casualties on the Turner side. 
It is known that nine men, all told, are 
dead, but it is not yet known definitely 
how many men were in the log cabin 
when the officers made the attack and 
burned it. and it may be: that several 
were killed or wounded. and were con« 
sumed in the flames. Those who escaped 
into the Cumberland mountains are still 
defiant. 

The dead are: 

Deputy Sheriff Charles Cecil. 

Posseman John Doyle and the 
following mountaineers: 

Charles Dye, a negro. 

Marsh Wilson. 

Perry Watson. 

Frank Johnson, bartender. 

Mike Welch.

There are reports of wounded Turner 
men being taken cafe of in the mountains. 
Numerous murders have for years been 
reported as having been committed in 
ard about the noted log house, which was 
surrounded by a barricade 30 feet high, 
and there are general expressions of sat- 
isfaction over its destruction. 

Mules aCused the Fight. 

A month ago some mules owned by Tur- 
rer were levied upon because of a debt 
due Giles Cclson. A week ago Turner, 
with a bodyguard,- went to Virginia, 
Where the mules had been taken, and 
regained them. While escaping Moore 
McCreary, one of Turner’s hands, was 
mortally wounded. Yesterday afternoon 
Deputy Sherift Thompson, of Bell county, 
swore in a posse of fifty citizens of Mid- 
d'esbore to arrest Turner and the men 
implicated in the Virginia raid. 

Turner heard of this and gathered the 
mountaineers into his fortress for his de- 
fense, 

When the posse arrived a demand for 
surrender was réfused and firing began 
at once. Deputy Shenff Cecil was killed 
in front of Turner’s gate. John Doyle, a 
riember of the pesse, endeavored to se- 
cure Cecil's body and was shot dead. 

Enraged by this the posse set fire to the 
wooden fortress. The flames spread rap- 
idly and a steady stream of bullets was 
poure.l into the barricade, resulting in 
the known deaths of seven other men. 
I‘inally a number of Turner men fled to 
the mountains. Trouble is expected, how- 

ver, before any arrests are made on the 
charge of murdering Cecil and Doyle. Lee 
Turner, with his brother, “The General,” 
and a large force are patrolling the dis- 
trict around the ruins of the quarter 
house today and will allow no one from 
Middlesboro ty pass to the Mingo ‘nines 
Or elsewhere. Meantime the officers are 
reticent as to their next move. 

Turner Gathers Recruits. 

Mrs. Turner, Lee’s wife, was seen to- 
night by the Associated Press corre- 
spondent and asked for an opinion on the 
s:tuation. She said that she had not heard 
from her husband since the battle oc- 
curred, excepting once, when Lee tele- 
phoned her that he was safe., but she is 
of the opinion that Turner wi!] remain in 
the mountains and reouild hit place. 

She also said that Turner was a man 
who did not know what defeat is, and if it 
were necessary he will put a starding 
army of 5 mountaineers in his fort. 

Lee Turner, the proprietor of the 
fortress and saloon which were burned, 
bought each of » dead a handsome 
casket. The men were his staunchest 
allies. : 

All is quiet tonight, and it is believed 
that for the present the trouble is over. 
Bones were found in the ruins of the 
Saloon, but it is belleved that they are 
not human. Many, however, are of the 
opinion that if the exact number of 
deaths were known ten would hardly 
cover it. A man named Russel] is said 
to be missing. ,

Electrical Device To Lessen Danger 
of Railway Collisions. 


Chicago, February 13.—A practical 
demonstration of the utility of @ new 
departure which, it is claimed by rail- 
way officials, will effectively prove the 
solution in a ldrge degree of the rail- 
road collision problem, was made last 
night on the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul railroad near here.

The British com- 
mander’s scheme was the most extensive 
ever carried out during the present war. 
It consisted of a continuous line over 50 
miles long. Lord Kitchener, who person- 
ally directed the operations, was in close 
touch, day and night, with every detail 
of the movements. The SHoers, though 
bard pressed, shrank from attempting to 
cross the: railroad, which was patrolled 
throughout the night by armored trains 
equipped with searchlights. The train 
lights were supplemented by stationary 
searchlights, and the spectacular effect, 
as witnessed from the trains, was most 
striking. By the side of , the railroad 
were the dark forms of men lying in 
trenches or standing doing sentry duty. 
The gloom of the moonless night was in- 
termittentiy relieved by the sweep of 
the searchlights. 


Battle Raged for Hours. 

The battle at Heilbron raged from 9 
p. m. Friday until 9 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing. Throughout five hours a fearful fire 
from rifies, cannon and pompoms swept 
along the British lines, in holding DeWet’ 
Boers, who made repeated attempts to 
break out of the circle of troops. From 
various positions, behind rocks and don- 
gas, the Boers kept up a vigorous fusilade, 
hoping to find a weak spot in the line. 
Simultaneously others charged, but again 
and again were the Boers repulsed, leav- 
ing dead, wounded and prisoners in the 
hands of the British. 

At the outset of the preparations 
the Boers realized that the operations 
were not merely an ordinary ‘‘drive,”’ 
but a movement threatening them with 
total annihilation, and General DeWet 
assembled His whole force and discussed 
the situation with the commanders, with 
the result that the Boers were split up 
into three forces. On Thursday night 500 
Boers, headed by Van Collers, rushed 
the Imperial Light horse, yelling: 

‘“Stoim, Burghers!”’ 

About one hundred burghers’ got 
through, but the remainder, encountering 
a tremendous fire, were turned back. 

Friday night's conflict ebbed and 
swelled over an area of 40 to 50 miles, in 
which the long hunted, harassed and des- 
perate mén endeavored to find outlets. 
‘ _ Balked by Barbed Wire. 

The Boers at one spot got within 30 
yards of the “British firing line, but the 
barbed wire balked the burghers and 
forced them to retreat. ' 

The firing ceased. As shown by the 
electric searchlights, the British harassed 
the forces by night and by day, shelling 
them almost continuously. The Bogrs 
made a desperate effort to break through 
again. Collecting a number of cattle, the 
Boers drove them down on the British 
Wnes. Bending low in their saddles, the 
Boers rode among the cattle, making it 

_ Snpossible to distinguish them in tho 
darkness. The British pickets opened a 
terrible fire, and the Boers were every- 
where met with a relentless hail of bul- 
lets. A long line of flame ran up and 
down the firing line, nearly 30 miles in 
length, as the armored trains turned their 
searchlights over miles of the country. 

The report of the quick firing guns along 
the entrenched line and the booming of 
the field guns and the pompems sounded 
deep amid the sharp crackling of the 
musketry, while Heilbron fort contrib- 
uted to the universal din with the deep 
roar of its naval gun. This lasted for 
some twenty minutes, when gradually tha 
rattle died down, until only the crack 
of single shots was heard, Then all was 
again quiet. The Boers attempted to 
break the British circle and had failed. 
A few of them succeeded in crossing the 
line, and among them was General De- 
Wet. 


MARTYR MONUMENT ATACKED. 


Alleged That Members of Mexican

Mexico City, February 3.—Unknown per- 
sons, supposed to be ‘members of the 
clerical party, have thrown down the 
monument to the liberal party martyrs 
at Tacubiya, a suburb of this city. 

‘he monument commémorates the exe- 
cution by the imperialist general, Mar- 
quese, of a number of medical students 
and others who had shown their sympa- 
thy for the liberal cause during the war 
of the French intervention. There will 
be a public meeting at Tacubiya ir pro- 
test against this outrage. 


HE WAS DAZED BY EVIDENCE, 


Davis Withdrew Plea of Not Guilty 
* and Pleaded Guilty. 

Indianapolis, Ind., February 13.—The 
trial of Richard C. Davis, charged with 
embezzling $75,000 while cashier of the 
People’s National bank of Washington, 
Ind., came to a sudden end in the United 
States court i@day when Davis withdrew 
his plea of not guilty and offered one of 
guilty. Counsel for Davis asked the 
court to defer sentence on Davis and per- 
mit him to go home under bond. 

He smid Davis had some important 
cases against gamblers in the circuit 
court at Washington to recover money 
that he lost to them and wanted to see 
these cases to the end. Judge Baker 
agreed to permit Davis to go back to 
Washington and remain until April 8, 
when he ia to appear in the United Statcs 
court and receive sentence. The bond of 
Davis was fixed at $5,000.

London, February 13.—In the house o- 
commons today Mr. Norman said he ob- 
jected to the Anglo-Japanese treaty on 
the ground that it was evidently an anti- 
Russian threat, and that it tied Great 
Britain to the wheels of Japanese policy 
in such a way that she might be forced 
to go to war against her own interests. 

Lord Cranborne explained that the con- 
tracting parties were only bound to un- 
dertake mutual Gefense of their interests 
when the danger was due to the aggres- 
sion of others, and the power called upon 
to help the other must judge whether the 
conditions of the treaty had been ob- 
served. 

Lord Cranborne said Russia had recog- 
nized Japan’s special position in Corea 
by the agreement of 1898, and almost 
every power had indorsed the principle 
of the “open door’ and the territorial in- 
tegrity of China. 

or Open Door in China. - 

Great Britatn’s commercial position, 
though great, was not unchallenged. She 
wanted the whole of China open to indus- 
trial enterprise. Japan’s special jnterest 
was governed Dy her geographica! posi- 
tion. Her army and Great Britain’s navy 
were acting in concert, and were peculiar- 
ly able to maintain the foregoing policy. 

Lord Cranborne saidin conclusion that 
he would supplement his earlier state- 
ment regarding the United States by 
Saying: ~ ) 

‘There is no doubt that in this agree- 
ment we shall command the full approval 
of the government of the United States. 

This statement was received wth cheers. 

The liberal leader, Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman, thought that the identical 
interests of Great Britain, the Unted 
States and Japan could have been suffi- 
ciently secured by an interchange of notes 
instead of by an explicit understanding 
of this kind. 

The government leader, A, J. Balfour, 
said there seemed to be an impression 
that something hostile to peace way be- 
hind the agreement. That was “ 80, 
Thettreaty made strongly for peace, be- 
cause even the most adventurous nation 
would shrink from attacking Japan with 
the knowledge that Great Britain would 
also have to be encountered. 


Rosebery Approves Treaty. 

The foreign secretary, Lord Lansdowne, 
in the house of lords, today made a some- 
what similar reply on the subject of the 
new alliance to the one made in the house 
of commons by Lord Cranborne. The ob- 
ject of the alliance was tmree-foia, the 
maintenance of the status quo, the policy 
of the open door and the maintenance of 
peace in the Far East. =. 

Britons must not be swayed by olid- 
fashioned superstition in regard to isola- 
tion, but must eonsider whether the ob- 
jects of the alllance are commendable, 
whether the price is too great. If these 
questions are _ satisfactorily answered, 
then the alliance was a good thing. Great 
Britain desired to protect Japan against 
what she conceived to be the gravest 
peril that might menace her, namely, a 
coalition of the powers against her. The 
agreement woul@ compel Great Britain te 
come to the rescue of a friendly country, 
whose obliteration by a coalition of the 
powers Great Britain could not under any 
circumstances tolerate.

Japs Are Jubilant. 


Yokohama. February 13.—T»° nress here 
gives vent to unmixed pleasure at the 
conelusion of the agreement with Great 
Britain which gequres for Japan admis- 
sion to the comity of great rations.

“The Anglo-Japanese agreement was 
announced on the 42th instant’ in the 
house of peers by*> General Viscount 
Katsura, minister president, and in the 
house of representatives by Mr. Komura, 
minister for foreign affairs, with the 
following explanation: 

“This agreemént is entirely pacificgin 
purpose and has no other object than 
the proper safeguarding of the interests 
of the neighboring: empires of China 
and Korea. 

“Considering ‘that the principles of 
territorial integrity and the open door 
have been voluntarily declared and -ap- 
proved by all the powers concerned, it 
is pur belief that ‘the present agreement 
‘will not, be regarded in an unfavorable 
light bv any of the powers.”’ 

It was stated at the Russian embassy

NINE DEAD: MEN 
STIFF AND STARK 


Result From the Mountain Fight 
Near Middlesboro, Ky, 


Probable That Others Lost Their 
Lives When the Cabin Was 
Burnédd—Lee Turner Is 
Gathering Reeruits and 
Is Defiant. 


Middlesboro, Ky., February 13.—Al- 
though the scene of che fight yesterday 
betwee the sheriff's posse and Lee Tur- 
ner’s men is less than 4 miles from this 
city, it is still tmpossible to ascertain 
the exact casualties on the Turner side. 
It is known that nine men, all told, are 
dead, but it is not yet known definitely 
how many men were in the log cabin 
when the officers made the attack and 
burned it. and it may be: that several 
were killed or wounded. and were con« 
sumed in the flames. Those who escaped 
into the Cumberland mountains are still 
defiant.

Numerous murders have for years been 
reported as having been committed in 
ard about the noted log house, which was 
surrounded by a barricade 30 feet high, 
and there are general expressions of sat- 
isfaction over its destruction. 


Mules aCused the Fight. 

A month ago some mules owned by Tur- 
rer were levied upon because of a debt 
due Giles Cclson. A week ago Turner, 
with a bodyguard,- went to Virginia, 
where the mules had been taken, and 
regained them. While escaping Moore 
McCreary, one of Turner’s hands, was 
mortally wounded. Yesterday afternoon 
Deputy Sheriff Thompson, of Bell county, 
swore in a posse of fifty citizens of Mid- 
d'esbore to arrest Turner and the men 
in-plicated in the Virginia raid. 

Turner heard of this and gathered the 
mountaineers into his fortresg for his de- 
fense, 

When the posse arrived a demand for 
surrender was réfused and firing began 
at once. Deputy Shenff Cecil was killed 
in front of Turner’s gate. John Doyle, a 
riember of the pesse, endeavored to se- 
cure Cecil's body and was shot dead. 

Enraged by this the posse set fire to the 
wooden fortress. The flames spread rap- 
idly and a steady stream of bullets was 
poure.t into the barricade, resulting in 
the known deaths of seven other men. 
I‘inally a number of Turner men fled to 
the mountains, Trouble is expected, how- 
ver, before any arrests are made on the 
charge of murdering Cecil and Doyle. Lee 
Turner, with his brother, “The General,”’ 
and a large force are patrolling the dis- 
trict around the ruins of the quarter 
house today and will allow no one from 
Middlesboro ty pass to the Mingo ‘nines 
Or elsewhere. 
reticent as to their next move. 

Turner Gathers Recruits. 

Mrs. Turner, Lee’s wife, was seen to- 
night by the Associated Press corre- 
spondent and asked for an opinion on the 
s.tuation. She said that she had not heard 
from her husband since the battle oc- 
curred, excepting once, when Lee tele- 
phoned her that he was safe, but she is 
of the opinion that Turner will remain in 
the mountains and reoduild his place. 

She also said that Turner was a man 
who did not know what defeat is, and if it 
were necessary he will put a standing 
army of 5 mountaineers in his fort. 

Lee Turner, the proprietor of the 
fortress and saloon which were burned, 
bought each of » dead a handsome 
casket. The men were his staunchest 
allies. : 

All is quiet tonight, and it is believed 
that for the present the trouble is over. 
Bones were found in the ruins of the 
Saloon, but it is belleved that thev are 
not human. Many, however, are of the 
opinion that if the exact number of 
deaths were known ten would hardly 
cover it. A man named Russell js said 
to be missing. ,

The. damage caused by the fire will 
amount to about $70,000, fully covered by 
insurance. 

A brisk wind was blowing, and only by 
hard work of the fire department was 
save@ ®@@at part of the city, which is 
thickly built up of small negro cabins 
and houses of the cotton mill hands. 

The fire started from a hot box in one 
of the pulleys on the third floor of the 
grist mill, and soon that building was a 
mass of fiames. The fire quickly spread 
to the adjoining building, which was used 
as a corn elevator. In !t there was stored 
0,000 bushels of corn, valued by the own- 
er of the mill, Mr. Lamar, at $40,000. The 
elevator also contained about $10,000 worth 
of cotton seed meal and cotton seed. 

After destroying the elevator, the wind 
shifted a little, and the ginnery of the 
plant also caught, but the fire was ex- 
tinguished before much damage was done. 
The loss of the building and machinery 


. will reach in the neighborhood of $20,000.

They have 
had to live as perennial debtors to sup- 
ply men or hustle like hop-toads under 
a harrow to keep up with.the exactions 
of the mortgage companies and note 
brokers.

ers of the banks of the Dominion and 
with no other security than their land. 
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Let the Negro Alone. 

The advice which Congressman Tal- 
bert, of South Carolina, gave to the 
house of representatives and to the 
northern race agitators generally, to 
“let the negro alone,” is timely and 
sensible. It is not new advice, for it 
has been even more eloquently and 
cogently urged in ten thousand ways 
for the past thirty years. 

Why should not these people who 
have no part or real responsibility in 
the actual conditions of the negro in- 
terfere with him in his silent, steady 
and successful efforts to work out his 
own salvation? He is no Lazarus ly- 
ing at their gates and begging the 
crumbs from under their Lucullian ta- 
bles. He is no fugitive from concen- 
tration camps and wholesale starva- 
tion zones, asking refuge and medica- 
ments. He is in no sense the subject 
for their ill-advised and worse-exploit- 
ed s€hemes of protection. 

The masses of the negro population 
in the south are better situated today 
than the common laborers of any other 
country in the world. They can mar- 
ket their labor any day for more than 
the actual needs of their living. They 
are given the advantages of schools 
equally with their white neighbors and 
almest wholly at the expense of the 
latter. Thew have increased their 
holdings of real estate and other tan- 
gible wealth in measures that chal- 
lenge astonishment. They are freely 
allowed vital privileges in indudtrial 
fields that are rigidly denied to them 
in the north. Where they are intelli- 
gent and enterprising enough to fit 
themselves for suffrage they exercise 
it as safely and efficiently as do their 
white fellow-citigens. 

There is not a man of information 
and honesty in congress who will deny 
any of the fdregoing propositions. 
Nor will he claim that any considera- 
ble or representative body of negroes, 
speaking with the one heart and one 
mind of the race, is petitioning for any 
sort of interference in their affairs by 
the people or the politicians of the 
north. They know, as the negroes 
generally know. that the only negro 
agitators are shiftless, hybrid, confi- 
dence grafters, who are living by their 
wits and playing the northern negro- 
philes for “suckers” and “come-ons.” 

Let the negro alone! He is showing 
a better ability to hoe his own row 
every year. He is at peace with his 
neighbors and he is appealing for no 
foreign advice or agitation in his be- 
half. He is hustling for provisions 
and not politics. He is anxious for 
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meeting duds, and not for universel 


} suffrage. Let him alone and he wiil 


cheerfully take aH the risks of being 
his own redeemer!

|, Edwin A. Abbey as an Artist. 

Edwin A. Abbey, the celebrated artist. 
who has been employed by King Edward 
VII to paint the scene of the coronation, 
is an American by birth, though an Eng- 
lishman by twenty-four years of residence 
in London. He was horn in Philadel- 
phia in 1853 and received hig early train- 
ing in the Academy of Art in his native 
metropolis, _ 

Being attracted by the illustrations in 
The London Graphic, which he found in 
a book seller’s shop, he awoke to the real- 
ization of the possibilities of ‘“‘black and 
white.’ Seeing jas never before What 
could be accomplished jin pen-and-ink 
work, he ventured to try his hand on an 
ambitious subject, ‘‘The Puritan's First 
Thanksgiving.” In fear and. trembling, 
hardty daring to hope it would be ac- 
cepted, he sent it to Harper & Brothers. 
The prompt invitation to join their staff 
somewhat dazed the young artist, and 
for three years he sat at the desk and 
made pictures to order by the side of A. 
B. Frost, J.W. Alexander, C. 8. Reinhart 
and other artists who have since become 
famous. ; 

The restless desire that comes to all 
ambitious souls to work for themselves, 
to be their own masters, came to him, 
and he opened a studio, devoting himself 
to water colors, in which he was remark- 
ably successful. His growing sympathy 
with the “black-and-white” work, in 
which England led the world, determined 
him to visit that country in 1878, to make 
a series of illustrations. of Herrick’s 
poems, and so delighted was he with the 
artistic atmosphere there that he made 
it his permanent home and followed his 
Herrick success with his wonderful il- 
lustrations of Tennyson, Shakespeare and 
others. 

After eleven years of arduous labor 
and consecration he has just completed 
his series of paintings on “The Quest of 
the Holy Grail’ for the Boston public li- 
brary, a series of panels measuring 190 
feet in length. This work was done in 
his great studio at Fairford, near Oxford, 
a studio so large that it accommodated 
with ease his canvases, 30 feet long and 
8 feet high. 


The « + International 
Language, 

Some of our readers will be surprised 
to know that Prince Henry of Prussia, 
who expects to visit the Unjted States 
during the latter part of the present 
menth, {is an accomplished English scholar 
and can speak the language eof his British 
and American cousins with as much 
grace and fluency of diction as an honor 
graduate of Cambridge or Oxford. 

German and English are closely related 
tongues. They are both members of the 
Teutonic division of the Indo-European 
tribe of languages, and familiarity with 
the one renders it.-comparatively easy to 
acquire the other. But this resemblance 
between the languages is not sufficient in 
itself to account for Prince Henry’s Eng- 
lish scholarship. He has made himself 
familiar with English not simply because 
it was an intellectual] fad to which he 
could pleasantly devote hig hours of idle- 
ness, but for the weightier reason that an 
intimate acquaintance with English was 


English: 


} made binding upon him by the imperative 


demands of the times. 

One does not need to be gifted with 
miraculous powers of discernment to see 
with the clearness of open daylight that 
the English language is rapidly becoming 
the language of intercommunication be- 
tween the various nationalities of the 
globe. Any ong with common ordinary 
powers of observation can see plainly 
that the drift is in this direction. The 
Chinese language is spoken by much 
larger numbers of people than the Eng- 
lish, but those who speak the Chinese’ 
language are huddled together in the 
shadow of the Himalayan mountains and 
are not imbued with the missionary spirit 
of the enterprising Anglo-Saxons, who 
seek to impress their civllization and their 
language upon other nationalities and 
who can be found today in every part 
of the globe, busily engaged in the task 
of working out the destinies of mankind 
upon the Anglo-Saxon model. 

This progressive spirit. of the Anglo- 
Saxon himself is the dominating influence 
which has brought the English language 
into universal favor. For, if we will di- 
vest ourselves of our patriotic preconcep- 
tions and consider the claims of the Eng- 
lish language from the standpoint of the 
well-rounded scholar, we will find that it 
centains no comeliness or beauty what- 
ever, .aS compared with many other 
languages, and no compelling power 
beyond the associated strength 
which it borrows from the vig- 
orous race of men by whom it its 
spoken. Although the structure of the 
language is essentially Teutonic, it is 
enriched with contributions from every 
language under the sun, each one bring- 
ing its own peculiar rules of grammatical! 
construction and contributing to swell 
the Avilderness of contradictions and ir- 
regularities which make the language so 
difficult for the great majority of for- 
éigners to master. 

But the obstacles in the way of the Eng- 
lish language emphasize the compelling 
power of the force which lies behind it jn 
the heart and brain and muscle of the 
Anglo-Saxon, making it the foremost lan- 
guage of civilization. Today there are 
115,000,000 people who speak the English 
language, as compared with 80,000,000 who 
speak Russian, 70.000,000 who speak Ger- 
man and 50,000,000 who speak French and 
Spanish each; but the gumber who speak 
the English language is steadily increas- 
ing, while the number who speak the 
various other languages is stéadily dimin- 
ishing.

|ANGLO-JAPANESE ALLIANCE 
TO CHECK RUSSIAN SCHEMES 


ff 


Treaty of Far-Reaching Importance to Interests of 
the United States in the Orient--Outline of 


| through the. Russo-Chinese bank. 


Game Played by Russia. 


By Jos: Ohl. 


Washington, Febfuary 13.—(Special.)— 
Of infinitely far-reaching importance not 
only to both the signatory powers but 
to the United States, and, as must be 
evident, to the preservation of peace in 
the Far East, is the treaty which has 
just been entered into between Japan and 
England. 

The announcement of its confirmation 
has been apparently as great a surprise 
to the officials here as it was to London, 
because profound secrecy has been main- 
tained concerning the negotiations; but 
now that the facts are known, everybody 
is wonderftng why it had not been guessed 
that such negotiations were pending, so 
naturally was this alliance to be expected. 

By its terms Great Britain and Japan 
enter into the most -binding of compacts 
for the preservation of each other's in- 
terests in the east. China and Korea aré 
specially nominated in the bond, because 
it is in these two countries that the in- 
terests of the two governments are in 
greatest need of protection and preserva- 
tion; but a treaty of this nature must 
necessarily mean such friendly relation- 
ship as will not admit of its operations 
being restricted within the lines bounding 
Specific territory. 

An Alliance Against Russia. 

It is an alliance, offensive and defensive, 
as its needs determine, against Russia. 
While there has been. great talk by Brit- 
ish statesmen about the “magnificent 
isolation’’ of Great Britain, it Is evident 
that, in the mind of the Salisbury gov- 
ernment, the time hus come when the full 
protection of British interests requires a 
combination with another power which Is 
in a position to render aid when and 
where aid may be necessary. 

Great Britain’s greatest interest is, as 
between the two countries, in China 
rather than Korea; Japan’s greatest in- 
terest..is in the Hermit Kingdom, the 
domination of which she had practically 
enjoyed up to the time when Russia be- 
gan playing for the same important posi- 
tion. 

It is unquestionably one of the salient 
factors of Russian policy to acquire dom- 
ination of and control over the Chinese 
empire. Every step taken has proven 
this. he possession of Siberia is to be 
followed by control and ownership of 
Manchuria, now the outlying province 
of the Chinese empire. The emperor in 
his palace at St. Petersburg dreams, as 
his forefathers have dreamed, of the dav 
when the southern boundary line of 
Asiatic Russia will be moved down and 
down until it takes in, first, Maachuria, 
then China; and after-that India will be 
in the grasp of the great white czar— 
India, the proud possession of the British 
empire, upon which Russia’s eyes have 
beerl turned with covetous desire for very 
many years. The Slav is to dominate 
the world when these dreams come true. 
With these magnificent acquisitions of 
territory and wealth, the czar will have 
Europe in the hollow of his hand, and 
it will exist in separate sovereignties only 
at his will and pleasure. 

The Ways of Russian Diplomacy. 

It is an ambitious dream, but it is the 
dream which shapes.the policy of all 
Russian diplomacy. Every step taken is 
to be with this idea fn view, but 1fo step 
is to be made until the time is ripe. That 
is the way of Russian diplomacy. The 
Russians Know how to wait. They will 
carry their policy up to the point of war, 
but they will not fight unless it is abso- 
lutely necessary. 

The British statesmen see through this 
pretentious programme and so do the 
statesmen of other nations. So long, 
however, as there is the strongest prot- 
estation of friendship, so long as there 
is nothing tangible to criticise, the crit- 
ics are practically helpless. 

Recent dischosures concerning the 
pressure Russia has brought to bear 
upon the Chinesie court, have argued to 
the statesmen of Great Britain and 
Japan the necessity for taking action, 
the purposes of which cannot possibly 
be misunderstood, 

At tfe time of the negotiations over the 
treaty of peace with China,the one made 
since the boxer outbreak, the~ Uni.ed 
States government took the initiative in 
endeavoring to secure a joint commer- 
cial treaty under which the interests of 
the several governments should _§in- 
sured equality of treatment by China. 
The “open door’ must be maintained— 
this was the corner stone,of Americah 
policy. While this was being urged it 
was recognized, ag a matter of course, 
that the only power likely to exert suffi- 
dient influence at Pekin to secure spe- 
cial concessions was Russia. Every step 
Russia had taken had been with the 
idea of currying favor with the Chinese 
court, and it was recognized that the 
purpose of this was to get, if possible, a 
permanent hold upon Manchuria. In re- 
sponse to the overtures from other gov- 
ernments, Russia was never backward 
in giving assurances, not only of friend- 
liness, but to preserve the open door pol- 
icy. There would be no effort to secure 
special concessions which might be 
deemed inimical to thfs open door pol- 
icy. 

That Secret Understanding. 

Scarcely had the ink dried upo nthese 
assurances, however, when the Russian 
diplomati@ts at Pekin began bringing to 
bear upon the weak Chinese govern- 
ment every possible influence t oforce an 
agreement reyguiring that all concessions 
granted in Manchuria must be effected 
With 
one unfamifiar with the methods and 
conditions in the East, this! might not 
seem to be a very particularly important 
matter; but it was immediately recog- 
nized as another step and a most im- 
portant one toward the domination of 
Russian interests in this! important ter- 
ritory. Right now the United States, 
through its representatives at St. Peters- 
burg and Pekin, is endeavoring to pre- 
vent the consummation of 4ny sch 
agreement between Russta and China, 
amd in these efforts is representing the 
other powers. ; 

This apparent duplicity on th® part of 
the Russtan government in the face of 
all itq assurances has undoubtedly been 
one factor in bringing abgut the British- 
Japanese treaty, the text of which has 
just been made public. 

Each nation can be of value to the 
other. Great Britain is even more vital- 
ly interested in preventing Russian ddém- 
ination of Manchurfa than the United 
States. We have great interests there 
because Our cotton goods and machinery 
go particularly into that territory and 
Russian <¢gminatm@n would mean. the 
eventual ciosing of that market to 
Great Britain has the same interests 
looking to the future, has even far 
greater interest in the maintenafice of 
the integrity of the Chinese empire. 
With Russian influences dominating at 
Pekin, the vast interests of Gréat Britain 
and British subjects in south China 
would be seriously jeopardized. 

Japan in Korea. 

Japan went to war with China over 
Korea, China had for several centuries 
been insisting that Korea, which was un- 
able to take care of herself; was a vassal 
state. Japah and Koréa had always been 
close and : Korea as a le- 
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itimate fleld in which 
enter pale im every” 
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reached an acute stage in the quarrel over 
Korea, Japan stepped in with her army 
and navy and administered to China @ 
defeat which would have humiliated any 
nation capable of humiliation. The Japa- 

se fight in that war was for the recog- 
nition of Korea as an independent state; 
for with such independence recognized, 
Japan was perfectly able to take care 
ot herself and the interests of her citl- 
zens through the force of her diplomatig 
representatives at Seoul. As in China, 
Russia has been particularly aggressive 
in Korea. It was Russia who snatched 
from Japan the fruits of her victories in 
the war with China, ingisting that she 
give up the coveted Laoting peninsula; 
and she has rubbed it into Japan also by 
herself securing domination of the Ko- 
rean court. The emperor of Korea, ‘who 
was for several years practically a pris- 
cner in the hands of the Japanese lega- 
tion at Seoul, where he was képt under 
the pretense of being given protection, 
afterwards made his escape and has since 
been under the protection of the Russian 
legation. 

Japan’s Great Grievance. 

So acute has been Japan's grievance: 
against Russia that war with that coun- 
try is talked of by everybofly throughout 
Japan as certain to come. Japan has been 


4n no condition to make that war, how- 


ever, because, under the Russian-French 
understanding, it has been assured that if 
she were to go to war she would have to 
fight not only Russia, put France. Single- 
handed and alone Japan has felt no cause 
tor fear of the results of a war with Rus- 
sia at any time in the immediate future, 
because her fleet cn the Pacific is superior 
to that of Russia and she would be able 
to pour into Korea, for instance, more 
troops in a shorter time than Russia 
could. The Japanese statesmer who have 
fizured on this pessibility point out that 
this advantage, so far as land troops are 
concerned, will exist until the trans-Bi- 
terian railroad is completed and perhaps 
even after that. 

But the French fleet would be of un- 
doubted value tq Russia in any contest 
with Japan and the Russlans have fig- 
ured it as a part of their strength. 

Warning to France. 

The possibility of its use by Russia 
has, however, been eliminated by this 
treaty with Great Britain. The text of 
that document sounds as if it had been 
aimed directly at the Russo-Frénch 
treaty and it undoubtedly has. It means 
that if Japan goes to war with Russia 
France must keep hands off, or else 
Great Britain will step in and make 
common cause with Japan. 

It is of great value to Great Britain 
to have in the Orient so aggressive an 
ally as Japan and one so well situated 
geographically. Such a combination will 
be able to efféctually meet Russia iy the 
play for advantage in China as well as 
in Korea. The pegotiations of the treaty 
means that Great Britain, instead of 
a negative position in the 
affairs of the east, as she has 
for some time past, can be re- 
lied upon to take a. positive and ag- 
gressive position. Rusgia is to be 
checked. upon every .move. and. check- 
mated in the end if diplomacy, backed 
by armies, can accomplish that result. 
There can be no possible doubt as to 
the meaning of this alliance and there 
can, moreover, be no doubt as to its 
effectiveness in the present and near 
future. 

United States Greatly Interested. 

The United States is vastly interested 
in this last deal of diplomacy and will 
be distinctly profited by it. The interests 
of the American people run on absolutely 
parallel lines with the interests of Great 
Britain and Japan. This government 
because of its consistent policy against 
entangling alliances, would not, become 
a party to a triple alliance with England 
and Japan, but it ig unquestionably true 
that the news of the negotiation of this 
treaty is very welcome to the authorities 
here in Washington, because the ends 
which it means to accomplish are those 
toward which this government has been 
working and will continue to work. The 
British-Japanese coalition will receive 
the hearty endorsement of this govern- 
ment so long as its workings are re 
stricted to the purpose covered by the 
text of the treaty. The coalition will 
have the moral] support of the United 
States government, put without, of 
course, any infringement upon our 
friendship with Russia. Russia will 
continue to be numbered among the Het 
of America’s friends, but Russian poli- 
cies, in so far as they rup contrary to 
the interesis of this government and 
its people, will be vigorously criticised, 
and if there should ever be any decided 
break in the present status, it is a per- 
fectly safe prediction to - that the 
United States will take her place by the 
sideof England and Japan.

The probable result of a decision of the 
supréemé court to the effect that it has no 
jurisdiction to entertain writs of error 
from the city court and the criminal court 
of Atlanta amounts to a sensation. 

Atlanta lawyers who have given the 
matter some thought and attention Say, 
in their opinion, such a decision would 
affect property rights involving not less 
than a million and a half of dollars, and 
would probably subject to arrest and im- 
Prisonment gome 200 to 300 defendants 
tried in the criminal court and whose 
cases Were reversed ‘by the Supreme court. 

The fact that such a decision would 
thus affect al) prior litigation in these 
courts makes the matter one of the ut- 
Moet consequence. There. is no way of get- 
ting at just exactly what such a decision 
would involve in this respect except by a 
study of the records of the court, so at 
present it can only be estimated. 

The Atlanta lawyers are of the opin- 
fon that, in any event the supreme court’s 
decision will not disturb the Status of the 
first division of the city court of Atlanta. 

That court, 
they: say, was given the constitutional] 
right to have its cases appealed directly 
to the supreme court and the legislature 
ernnot take away that right.

“Of course if the Supreme court decides 
it has no jurisdiction over writs of error 
from these courts, the original judgment: 
of the courts will stand. For instance, if 
1 had secured a judgment for $1,000 in the 
fecond division of the court and had been 
reversed in the supreme court. the re- 
Vérsal would not thold, and the original 
judgment of the court would stard in my 
favor. There could be no further anneal 
by certiorari or otherwise wecause the 
time has passed. ‘ 

“The same is true in the criminal court, 
mand where a party had been convicted 
and the case reversed in the supreme 
court, he would now be subject to arrest 
and the execution of his sentence. I pre- 
sumeé, however, that such parties would 
he pardoned by the executive because of 
the action of the supreme court in their 
cases which would have weight, though 
the court had no jurisdiction 

“It is impossible to tell what would be 
the extent to which property and personal 
interests would be thus affected withour 
carefully searching the court records. But 
I believe it. would affect the property 
rights to at least $1,500,000 of property, 
and would, p*rhaps, cause the arrest of 
2 to 300 defendants whose cases from the 
criminal court have been reversed by the 
supreme cuurt. 

“Of course an effort wil] be made to de- 
fend the status of these courts by the At- 
Janta bar and we hope it will be success- 
ful, because we prefer to preserve the ex- 
isting status of affairs than to have ere- 
ated such a great disturbance as would 
thus arise.”’

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FERTILIZER CASE DECIDED 


Attorney General Renders Opinion 
in an Important Matter. 


FARMER WANTED HIS PORMULA 


But It Would Be a Violation of Law 
for Company To Mix It—Sale 
of Bulk Materials Pro- 
hibited. 


-_-—— 


Attorney General Boykin Wright has 
just decided some important and inter- 
esting points relating to the sale of fer- 
tilizers in Georgia in connection with 
cases referred to him by Commissioner 
©. B. Stevens, of the department of agri- 
culture. 

Sometimes a farmer Wants a fertilizer 
made up in accordance with his own for- 
mula, which is unlike any of those turned 
out by the fertilizer plants in Georgia or 
elsewhere. This was the case with C. 
M. Witcher, of Oglethorpe county, who 
wrote the department to ask if he could 
have a certain fertilizer firm mix up a 
fertilizer from materials which it had on 
hand, in accordance with q@ formula fur- 
nished by him, and put it in 100 pound 
sacks. The firm in question a’so wrote 
the department and both letters were re- 
ferred to Attorney General Wright. 

The attorney general went fully into 
the law governing the inspection and sale 
of fertilizers, and held that it would be 
illegal for the fertilzer firm to make up 
such a compound. The law requires that 
each brand of fertilizers manufactured 
with fis analysis shall be registered at 
the department of agriculture, and _ the 
purchaser of such material cannot waive 
the inspection that is required under the 
law. Under the law governing the sale 
of fertilizers in Georgia, Mr. Wright held 
that it would be a miedemeanor for any 
firm to furnish such a compound in the 
manner proposed. 

Another question in connection with the 
sales of fertilizer materials was raised 
by the Virginia-Carolina Chemical Com- 
pany. This company wrote a letter to 
the department stating that John Bost- 
wick, of Bostwick, Ga.. was selling bulk 
acid to farmers and asked if it was nota 
violation of the law, since the c@apany 
was not permitted to do it. Attorney Gen- 
eral Wright replied that {ft was a viola- 
tion of the law which prohibits the sale of 
bulk fertilizer materials to any except the 
manufacturers.

DISCUSS DEPOT 


Representatives of Railroads, 
To Meet Depot Commission 
Next Wednesday. 


PRESIDENT SPENCER ASKED 
THAT CONFERENCE BE HELD 


Meeting Will Take Place in Governor 
Candler’s Office Next Wednes- 
day—Details of the Atlanta 
Depot Proposal Will Be 
Gone Into. 


There will" be a conference between 
the executive officers of the railroads 
centering in Atlanta and the state depot 
commission in Governor Candler’s office 
next Wednesday morning, February 19, 
at 10 o'clock, for the purpose of dis- 
cussing and, if possible, arriving at some 
conclusion with regard to the new union 
depot proposed to be buflt in Atlanta. 

This new turn in the depot situation 
came about yesterday as the result of a 
telegram from President Samuel Spencer, 
of the Sonthern railway to Governor 
Candler. 

President Spencer's telegram was in 
reply to Governor Candler’s letter which 
was written upon the receipt of the first 
letter from Mr. Spencer in which he 
neither declined nor accepted the state's 
depot proposal. The telegram acknowl- 
edged receipt of Governor Candler’s let- 
ter and then suggested a conference with 
the depot commission in which repre- 
sentatives of all the railroads might 
take part. Mr. Spencer said he could be 
in Atlanta either Tuesday, Wednesday 
or Thursday of next week. 

Governor Candler selected Wednesday 
as the day most convenient for the 
members of the commission and the other 
railroad people to be here. He at once 
notified the members of the commis- 
sion and the executive officers of the 
other railroads, both by telegram and 
by letter to attend the conference in 
his office next Wednesday morning. 

The governor heard yesterday from 
most of the railroad representatives and 
it is definitely known that President 
Spencer, President J. W. Thomas of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and S8t. Louls, 
Major J. F. Hanson, chairman of the 
board of directors of the Central of 
Georgia and General Manager T. K. 
Scott, of the Georgia road, will be pres- 
ent. There is little doubt that repre- 
sentatives of the other railroads will also 
attend the conference. 


What the Conference Means. 


It is believed to be evident, from Pres- 
ident Spencer’s request for a conference, 
that the Southern is anxious to have 
the matter settled and to accept, if it 
can do so, the stateis proposal to build 
a .-passenger depot for the roads. 

Governor Candler said he cayld not 
foretell anything about the conference. 
He only knew it would be held for the 
purpose of discussing the whole ques- 
tion, and of arriving at some conclusion, 
if possible, that will be mutually satié- 
factory to the railroads and to the state 
under the terms of the act. He express- 
ed the hope that such would be the out- 
come of the meeting. 

Speaking of the 
Candler said: 

“T have heard from all the roads ex- 
cept the Atlanta and West Point. Some 
of them accept the state's nroposition, 
others want a conference with the state's 
commission to discuss the matter fully 
and especially the details of the pfo- 
posed structure before committing them- 
selves. 

“In compliance with the suggestion of 
those desiring such a conference I have 
called a meeting of the state’s repre- 
sentatives and the representatives of 
all the roads centering in Atlanta in 
my office af 10 o’clock a. m. on Wednes- 
day next, and have by wire and letter 
to each requested him to attend the 
meeting. 

“While no written communication has 
been received from the Seaboard, none 
was expected or necessary, their legal 
representative here, Hon. E. T. Brown, 
having at the outset informed me that 
the Seaboard being the sub-tenant of 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and “St. 
Louis, would act in concert and harmony 
with them.”

This was decided yesterday when the 
contract was awarded to the successful 
bidder, A. McGilvary & Co., of Atlanta, 
by the building committee at a meeting 
held in the office of Colonel W. L. Cal- 
houn, the president. 

The committee had eleven bids before 
it from various contractors here and else- 
where, and accepted the lowest and most 
satisfactory, fhe figures being $22,775. 
This is, if anything, something less than 
the trustees of the home expected to 
have to pay, since they had estimated 
they would have to pay about $24,000 or 
$25,000. 

The bid was accepted by a unanimous 
vote, and the contractors agreed to begin 
the work without delay. The new home 
will be built according to plans drawn 
by Bruce & Morgan, architects, which 
were described in Th@ Constitution at the 
time they were adopted by the building 
committee. 

The new building wil] be constructed on 
the foundation of the old one, a feature 
which resulted in considerable saving. It 
is to be of the gothic style of architec- 
ture, larger, handsomer and more com- 
modious than the old structure. From 
the front, in which will be located most 
of the sleeping rooms and offices, there 
will extend backward three wings, in 
which will be located the dining room, 
the chapel, the reading room and other 
similar quarters. There willf-be fifty 
roonts in all, with about a dozen offices 
and rooms for the officials and employees 
of the house. The home will be lighted 
by gas, heated by steam, and will have 
runmng water throughout. 

The trustees expect to have the new 
building completed within about four or 
five months, so that the old soldiers can 
return to it probably about midsummer. 

The trustees request all those who have 
subscribed to the home to remit their 
subscriptions to the treasurer, Amos Fox, 
as soon as possible. Many have not yet 
paid their subscriptions, and every cent 
of the money is needed just as soon as it 
can be had.
